Byrnes of Wisconsin Calls for ‘Showdown’— 
Assails Persistent Failure of Agents 
‘to Co-operate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3— Rep-

Byrnes’s demand followed dis- 
closure by Representative Cecil

committee chairman, that for 
nearly a week a subcommittee in- 
vestigator had tried in vain to 
talk with United States Attorney 
Chauncey Tramutolo of San Fran- 
cisco about handling of federal 
grand juries there. 

Attitude of Delays Charged. 

Charging that Tramutolo had 
flouted the committee, Byrnes as- 
serted the Justice Department, in 
charge of grand jury investiga- 
tions and _ prosecutions, had 
blocked the congressional investi- 


gation with a “most disturbing” |

King said the subcommittee has 
been awaiting a statement by At- 
torney General J. Howard Mc-

the United States. 

Mrs. Knauff, stigmatized as a 

“poor security risk" until yester- 
day's final acquittal by the Immi- 
gration Appeals Board and the 
Attorney General, said: 
“IT felt I had been wronged. I 
couldn't even find out what the 
accusations were against me. Then 
I was not permitted to face my 
accusers. I was told, ’round about 
turn—out! We don’t want you. 
We don’t like you.’ 


were married in February 1948, 
and that August arrived in New 
York and Mrs. Knauff's long 
struggle for admittance, that went 
up to the Supreme Court, began. 

Not until March 1950, did the 
Board of Immigration Appeals 
give her a hearing. Two months 
later she was ordered deported 
as a “security risk.” 

Last March a special immigra- 
tion board of inquiry ruled her a 
Czech spy in 1947, when she 
worked for the United States 
Army headquarters in Frankfurt. 
Three Czechs who worked for 
their country’s military mission 
in Frankfurt made the charge. 
She denied it. 

Mrs. Knauff said today she was 
anxious to express her gratitude 
for considerate treatment at the 
hands of Ellis island immigration 
officers. She added, somewhat 
coyly, that at her departure they 
had offered their hearty congratu- 
latfons and good wishes and had 
told her she “had been a very 
nice prisoner.” 

Now that she is liberated, Mrs. 
Knauff continued, she will seek 
employment perferably as a sec- 
retary, but if necessary as a sales- 
woman, a job she occupied at a 
New York department store dur- 
ing one of three brief intervals of 
parole.

Robinson said particles of 
radioactive dust probably entered 
the plant's air conditioning sys- 
tem, but that no damage was dis- 
covered. Previously, a company 
spokesman had been quoted as 
saying a “large amount” of stored 
paper had been destroyed.

CZECHS TO FORTIFY BORDER 
NEAR REICH, OFFICIAL SAYS 


VIENNA, Nov. 3 (AP)—Czecho- 
slovakia will build strong fortifi- 
cations along the Czechoslovak- 
West German border, Defense 
Minister Alexi Cepicka told the 
Czechoslovak parliament yester- 
day. 

In an address to the Deputies 
on the defense education law, Ce- 
picka said; 

“The Bavarian border of Unit- 
ed States-cccupied Germany is 
the only region from where an 
attack of the enemy is threaten- 
ing. But here, the American im- 
perialists will never break 
through, neither on the ground 
nor in the air. 

“We will change this western 
border region into one fortifica- 
tion where every aggressor will 
be thrown back in his blood.” 


U.S. JET FALLS INTO SEA, 
MIRROR SAVES PILOT'S LIFE 


FIFTH AIR FORCE, Korea, 
Nov, ° (UP)—Capt. Walter B. 
Staudt of San Marcos, Tex., owed 
his life today to a tiny pocket 
mirror. 

The mirrvur, reflecting sun rays 
upward, attracted rescue planes 
to the F-84 Thunderjet pilot after 
his aircraft plunged into the Yel- 
low sea off the Korean coast. 
Staudt said the Thunderjet engine 
failed during a dogfight with 
MIG-15s.

MISSES 2 TRAINS, 
MINUTES APART; 
IS HAPPY HE DID 


FREDERICK, Okla., Nov. 3 
(UP)—Jack Frank Richie, 37-year- 
old Oklahoma City roofer, missed 
two trains today and never felt 
luckier in his life. 

Richie missed a northbound 
Frisco freight train by a split 
second when his truck went out 
of control near Frederick, rolled 
up and over an embankment and 
fell 20 feet to the railroad tracks. 
Highway patrol troopers said 
Richie’s truck narrowly missed 
landing on the train caboose, 
which had cleared the spot an in- 
stant before. 

In a state of shock he got out | 
of his battered vehicle and | 
climbed the embankment to the 
highway about three minutes later 
just as a southbound train, which 
had been waiting on a siding, 
crunched over his truck. 

Engineer H. O. Lovelace, 54, 
of Oklahoma City, disconnected 
the locomotive and raced to Fred- 
erick to summon help, not know- 
ing the truck was empty. 

Richie, picked up by a passing 
motorist and taken to nearby 
Lawton for treatment, said he had 
“never been gladder to miss a 
train in my life.”

Christmas, some 50,000 rear eche-

nounced today. 


“It is entirely beyond the 
capabilities of the Army to re- 
lieve those 50,000 non-divisional 
personnel in Korea who are serv- 
ing in Army rear areas,” the 
supreme Allied commander said. 

Ridgway said that except for a 
few critical specialists and some 
other personnel, all enlisted men 
serving with infantry divisions 
last Jan. 1 will be headed home 
by the last of this month. 


The announcement, released at 
Ridgway’s headquarters, said the 
commander in chief of the United 
Nations forces was concerned 
“over public comments that all 
enlisted personnel would be re- 
lieved from Korea prior to the 
onset of a second winter.” 

The general said he “wanted all 
troops and their commanders 
ee of the true situa- 
ion. 

“Rear area troops are well shel- 
tered and protected, and the max- 
imum effort must continue to be 
devoted to the relief of front line 
troops,” the announcement said. 

The “home by Christmas” plan 
“applies only to enlisted men serv- 
ing with infantry divisions, who 
accrue four constructive months 
of service for eacn month served 
on the front lines.” 

“It does not apply to officers 
serving in these divisions, or to 
individuals to the rear of infantry 
divisions in service areas in Ko- 
rea, who accrue only two con- 
structive months of service for 
each actual month served,” Ridg- 
way said. 

“These troops normally must 
serve at least 18 months in Korea 
and quite obviously many of them 
must remain a second winter 
there. There are more than 50.- 
000 of these troops who were 
serving in Korea on Jan. 1 of this 
year.”

Price, Markets for Textiles, Vehicles 
| and Iron Ore, Petroleum. 


TOKYO, Nov. 3 (AP)—Russia 
came bearing.a commercial olive 
branch to Japan this week. 

The Soviet Union, which re- 
fused to sign the peace treaty at 
San Francisco Sept: ‘8 and there- 
fore still is in a state of war with 
Japan, made the Japanese Gov- 
ernment Several eye-catching 
trade offers. yoy 

Among them were coal for $10 
a ton, compared with $30 now 
- being paid for American coal; 
markets for Japanese textiles, ve- 
hicles and light industry products; 
and Soviet cotton, iron ore and 
petroleum, if Japan will agree to 
expand mutual trade. 

In addition, Russia invited the 


representatives to its ceremonies 
Nov. 7 celebrating the revolution. 

When Russia’s Andrei Gromyko 
quit the San. Francisco Opera 
House shortly before the signing 
of the peace treaty with 48 other 
countries, observers wondered 
what the next Soviet move might 
be. Apparently this was it. 

Yesterday delegates from the 
Soviet mission to occupied Japan 
called on a delegation represent- 
ing the Diet—Japan’s Parliament. 

The Russians were Andrei Ivan- 
ovich Dominitsky, deputy eco- 
nomic adviser to the mission; and 
Aleksei N. Mamin, assistant poli- 
tical adviser. 

The Diet group included Repre- 
sentatives Etsujiro Euhara, sen- 
ior member of the administration 
Liberal party; Hideji Kawasaki,

3. Salvage of Japanese ships 
sunk in waters off, Russia. 

Just how Russia expects to re- 
store diplomatic relations, with 
Japan remains a mystery. 

When the Russians, followed by 
the delegates from Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, quit the San Fran- 
cisco conference, it was believed 
the Sovist countries would come 
along eventually with a peace pro- 
posal of their own. 

So far the trade overture has 
been the only move. 

The Soviet diplomatic mission 
will remain here, at least until 
the San Francisco treaty is rati- 
fied by enough countries to make 
it valid. This should be about 
March, most observers believe.

DIVERSION PLAN UP 


FOR ARBITRATION 


Unusual Step Taken tal 
Controversy Over Irri- 
gation Project in North 
Dakota. 


'

BISMARCK, N. D., Nov. 3—The 


highly controversial irrigation 
and water-supply scheme for di- 
version of a large part of the flow 
of the Missouri river from Mon- 
tana into northern North Dakota 
is to be subjected to the unusual 
step of arbitration by a board of 
review. 

This is the half-billion-dollar 
Missouri-Souris Diversion, one of 
the bigger features of the Inter- 


agency or enlarged Pick-Sloan 
plan for the Missouri river valley. 
In this case, water would be taken 
out of the Missouri watershed and 
into the neighboring basin of the 
Red River of the North. 

The issue revolves around the 
question of suitability of the soil 
to receive irrigation, in an area 
6f about 500,000 acres within and 
adjoining the American loop of 
the Souris river, a Canadian 
stream. 

This is an area approaching 
doubie the size of St. Louis coun- 
ty. It is nearly half the entire 
area proposed for irrigation 
throughout North Dakota, and a 
tenth of the entire new irrigation 
proposed for the Missouri basin 
under the Interagency plan. The 
tract concerned is the bulk of 
what is called the Crosby-Mohall 
area. 

Outcome Problematical. 

What will come of the arbitra- 
tion is problematical. If the find- 
ings go against Crosby-Mohall, 
that might end the controversy. 
If they seek to reverse the pre- 
vious decision of the Bureau of 
Reclamation against Crosby- 
Mohall, there would be no com- 
pulsion. The bureau—and Con- 
gress—would still have to be 
persuaded. ~ 

Efforts to establish the three- 
man board of review are under 
way now, with the bureau and the 
state of North Dakota as chief 
participants. One member will 
be chosen, in effect, by the bureau 
and one by the state and the 
affected region of northern North 
Dakota, but the bureau’s man 
must be acceptable to the state 
and vice versa. The two members, 
in turn, will choose the third. 

It has been feared that it would 
be difficult to find acceptable, 
qualified men who could spare 
the considerable time required. 

Called Unsuitable by Bureau. 

Nearly all of the land of the 
large western end of -Crosby- 
Mohall was written off as unsuit- | 
eee Gor trrigation in Bureau of 
Reclamation findings more than 
a year ago. This was a bitter 
disappointment to the people of 
the vicinity, who had counted on 
great things from an irrigation 
boom, and naturally a disappoint- 
ment to the state also. 


The State Water Conservation 
Commission, an official agency, 
and the private Missouri-Souris 
Projects Association teamed up 
to keep the fight open. 

They employed a consulting en- 
gineer to make a new investiga- 
tion. He is William Glenn Sloan, 
co-author of Pick-Sloan, who re- 
tired as a member of the Missouri 
Basin Interagency Committee last 
Dec. 31. $Missouri-Souris was 
Sloan’s brain-child; he was its 
original proponent, drafting this 
big-scale project when he was an 
assistant region director of the 
Bureau of Reclamation. 


Sloan, now diving at La Mesa, 
Calif., recognized that he would 
be in the position of defending 
his own work in his effort to 
prove the irrigation feasible, but 
said he could act from a purely 
scientific viewpoint. What he did 
not add was that there has been

no love lost between him and 
his old bureau. 
Sloan Urges Reappraisal. 

Sloan’s report—reiterating his 
belief in the feasibility of the 
Crosby-Mohall irrigation—was de- 
livered several weeks ago. A 
group of those interested, includ- 
ing Gov. C. Norman Brunsdale, 
took it to Washington, where Sec- 
retary of the Interior Oscar L. 
Chapman agreed with them on the 
board of review. At the conclu- 
a of his 50-page report, Sloan 
said: 

“A reappraisal of the whole 
project is in order. With real- 
istic (and) classification stand- 
ards, I am. convinced that be- 
tween 60 and 80 per cent of the 
project would be co ered ir- 
rigable; that sufficient -informa- 


tion is on hand for land classifica-_ 


tion purposes to make this realis- 
tic appraisal -.without further 
field work. 

“Steps should be renewed to 
put all the factual data together, 
design the project as o 
conceived, and proceed to its con- 
struction as rapidly as the na- 
tional economic situation will per- 
mit funds to be appropriated 
for it.” 

At the meeting in Bismatck of 
the Interagency committee Oct. 
24, Dean H. L. Walster of North 
Dakota Agricultural College, in 
effect, renewed his declaration 
first made publicly a year pre- 
viously that Crosby-Mohall is un- 
suitable for irrigation. 

A responsible official of the 
Interior Department, of which the 
Bureau of Reclamation is a part, 
told the Post-Dispatch that it did 
not .appear to him the Crosby- 
Mohall irrigation ever would be 
installed.

The 
pirate flag flew from the mast as 
they set sail Thursday.

Regrets Hasty Remark Aimed 
at Federal Judge Moore— 
Investigation of Justice 
Department Under Way.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. 
y HEN Attorney General J. Howard 
W McGrath spluttered ‘‘contemptible 
hie’’ at a dignified and respected 
St. Louis Federal Judge a short time ago, 
the rough outburst startled not only of- 
ficial Washington but undoubtedly 
rocked McGrath himself. For as he and 
his frierfds well knew, the words were 
strictly out of character. 
McGrath prides himself on being a peace- 
able man. But today, at the crest of his long

publie career, he seems surprised and a bit | 


hurt to see the storm of criticism gathering 
over his department. Disclosures of indict- 


ment-quashing by subordinates, oil ventures 
with unsavory characters, and of other un- | 


usual departmental activities are now under 
investigation by a Congressional committee. 

McGrath is unhappy about all the fuss. 

He is passionately fond of harmony. Those | 
who know him best, in fact, say that despite 
a hidden energy and drive, the keystone of 
his character is conciliation. 

If he has a temper beneath his placid ex- 
terior, he has trained himself over the years 
to keep it well in check. “I simply lost my | 
temper,” he told the writer ruefully in re- | 
viewing his head-on verbal clash with United 
States District Judge George H. Moore a 
few weeks ago. 

Judge Moore, it will be recalled, had 
disclosed that he had telephoned McGrath 
personally last February to plead for ac- 
tion, instead of whitewash, on tax cases 
involving St. Louisans, including the af- 
fable former Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, James P. Finnegan. Finnegan sub- 
sequently was indicted. While MeGrath 
at first denied ever having received the 
call, on checking his files he found a no- 
tation bearing out Judge Moore, and at | 
once apologized publicly to the St. Louis | 
jurist. 

In his walnut-paneled office, this week, the 
§-foot, 10-inch, 165-pound Attorney General 
sat in his shirtsleeves at his oval desk piled 
high with paper work, looking neat and pink- 
faced and content behind a smokescreen from 
a big Havana cigar, and told about his career. 

Although he first took office 21 years ago, 
McGrath is only 47 years old, and his hazel 
eyes, smooth-ruddy complexion and well-dis- 
eiplined black hair make him look even 
younger. It is in his voice, careful and 
measured and cautious, that one finds the 
same reserve now that must have been ap- 
parent even in his early youth. 

Looking back, he could say with conviction, 
as he did to the Post-Dispatch: 

“I’ve certainly co-operated with oppor- 
tunity, but I’ve never pushed myself ahead 
to the detriment of others.” 


HIS CAREER would seem to bear this out. 
He made many friends and remarkably few 
enemies as he sought, like many other mor- 
tals, pre-eminence in his chosen field and 
financial security.

With Gerry’s aid he became vice chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee 
while still a law student. “I then set about 
to give practically all of my time to the job 
outside of law classes,” McGrath related. 
Having engineered the overthrow of a con- 
servative clique in the state committee, he 
proceeded to infuse it with young blood and 
more liberal ideas. Green had become state 
chairman when the McGrath forces were vic- 
torious; when Green resigned in 1930 to run 
for governor, McGrath ascended to the chair- 
manship. Green lost the governorship race, 
but McGrath maintains to this day that “it 
was not an honest count.” 

Four years later, while McGrath still was 
state chairman, Green ran again and won, 


Green’s progressive ideas made a deep im- 
print on McGrath’s mind. Not only were he 
and Green intimate political allies and 
friends, but McGrath became Green’s law

Harsh critics from time to time have sug- 
gested that among McGrath’s lucrative “legit- 
imate enterprises” is Lincoln Downs, a fancy 
new race track in Rhode Island built while 
McGrath was in the Governor’s mansion. 

“That’s a malicious lie,” McGrath told the 
writer when the subject came up. He said 
he had not participated in the building of 
the race track and holds no stock in it. He 
does not deny, however, that important race 
track bigwigs of his native state are among 
his good personal friends. 

“TI have good friends among the clergy, 
in the banking business and in many other 
fields, including the race track business,” 
he said. “Those race track people are 
pretty high-class people down there.” 

Whatever his track connections, McGrath 
ean attribute a great measure of his success 
to influential connections of one sort or an- 
other.

as soon thereafter as possible. 
For example, as things are now in Austria, 
a Czechoslovak or a Hungarian refugee, 
escaping from his homeland, is almost in- 
variably arrested and imprisoned by the Aus- 
trian border police. Since the Austrians do 
not return the refugees, their arrest might be 
| regarded as a formality. The fine they must 
pay for the misdemeanor of crossing the 
frontier illegally is so low by western stand- 
ards ($1.25) as to appear ridiculous. But for 
the refugees who risk their life to escape 
from Communist tyranny and who arrive in 
the world of western democracy emotionally 
and physically exhausted and without re- 
sources of any kind, their reception by the 
Austrian authorities has nothing of a for- 
'mality or of the ridiculous about it. On the 
contrary, it is a terrible psychological shock 
to the refugee that his first contact with the 
western world should consist of arrest (on 
no matter how nominal a charge) and of 
imprisonment (for no matter how brief a 
period.)

Governments Also Are Faced 
With Problem—‘Migration 
Agency’ May Be Set Up by 
the Nations Concerned.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. 


HE United States will soon propose 

new international action for helping 

political refugees from behind the 
iron curtain to find permanent new 
homes in the free world. A conference 
of governments principally concerned 
will probably be convened within a few 
weeks to work out plans for accomplish- 
ing this purpose. 

The conference will seek in the first in- 
stance to devise methods for helping resettle 
Europe’s so-called “surplus populations,” 
that is, the human beings who are “surplus” 
in the sense that they are overcrowding their 
own countries. The United States will urge, 
however, that whatever measures the con- 
ference adopts for helping these “native 
surplus” populations will also be employed 
for helping the refugees, since the refugees— 
being men, women and children without a 
country—clearly are the “most surplus” of 


all human beings. 

A new international “migration agency” 
probably will be established by the confer- 
ence to help both native and refugee “sur- 
plus” peoples to find new homes. _ 


IDEALLY, the United States hopes in time 
to obtain international agreement on a pro- 
gram for helping iron curtain refugees which 
would include the following principal forms 
of assistance: 

1. Providing at least the minimum neces- 
sities and amenities of life for the refugees 
from the time they escape from Communist 
tyranny until they are settled in permanent 
new homes—food, clothing, shelter and 
medical care. 

2. Furnishing of transportation and other 
facilities which the refugees require for 
reaching the consulates ard “selection mis- 
sions” where they can apply for permission 
to enter countries open to immigrants. 

3. Acting as “honest broker” between the 
representatives of these countries and the 
refugees, 

These good offices would consist of two 
principal forms of action: Seeking a fair 
hearing for the refugees from the govern- 
ments concerned, and helping the refugees 
with legal and other expert advice as to how 
they can satisfy the requirements for immi- 
gration laid down by these governments. 

4. Initial financing, possibly in the form 
of loans, of at least overseas transportation 
for the refugees to their new homes. 

5. Assisting the refugees to settle in their 
new countries of adoption. 

6. Meanwhile, preserving the right of asy- 

lum in the countries bordering on the iron 
curtain, so that refugees who escape will be 
allowed to remain and will not be turned 
back as “illegal immigrants.” 
Funds have been made available thus far 
for official American participation in only 
one phase of this program—the initial financ- 
ing of overseas transportation of “surplus” 
human beings to their new homes. 

Congress voted $10,000,000 in the mutual 
security program appropriations as the 
American contribution toward the costs of 
this form of aid. Other countries must also 
help finance it, however, if the American 
share is to be made available. The United 
States will probably ask the others to con- 
tribute a total of $20,000,000. 

The free countries on the iron curtain 
border view the arrival of the refugees with 
mixed feelings. They would like to help those 
who are really refugees. Yet they feel there 
are limits to what they can afford to do. 
They are receiving the refugees, and gen- 
erally speaking are providing them with at 
least the bare minimum necessities of life. 
But they do not wish to have to go on doing 
this forever. : 

Adoption of an international program for 
transperting refugees and other “surplus 
populations” will de much te reassure these 
“countries of initial reception.” Believing 
that they will have to care for the refugees 
for only relatively brief periods, they will 
be disposed to treat them better. 

The United States hopes, moreover, that 
it will prove possible to do more for the 
refugees than merely helping to finance their 
travel to their new homes. Funds may be 
made available to pay for some of the other 
forms of assistance that the refugees sorely 


Stockholm. 

The essential purpose behind this proposal 
is to make emergency assistance available to 
the refugees with an absolute minimum of 
delay, and to help tide them over the critical 
period of initial sojourn in the country or 
area of asylum. 

Initially, a chain of 11 station would 
probably be adequate—one in Istanbul, two 


in Greece, one in Trieste, two in Western 
Austria, one in Vienna, two in Western 
Germany, one in Berlin, and one in Stock- 
holm. The refugee grapevine, and contact 
with the frontier zone police and clergy, 


need, too. 


SOME OFFICIALS here argue that solu- 
tion of the refugee problem would contribute 
appreciably to the stability of the NATO 
area, and thereby to its defense and, accord- 
ingly, to the national interest and security of 
the United States. Therefore, these officials 
contend, a part of the $100,000,000 mutual 
security program appropriation should be 
made available for this purpose. 

Only governments can do—and they are 
doing—most of the things that need to be 
done for the refugees, but only private agen-

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Justice Wins in the End 


Attorney General McGrath deserves warm 
commendation for having finally settled the case 


of Ellen Knauff as it should have been settled 


in the first place—by admitting her to United 
States citizenship under the law as the war 
bride of-a combat G.I. . 

To do this, J. Howard McGrath had to undo 
a lot that had been misdone. He had to repudi- 
ate many other officials. He had to disown a 
long and formidable record involving the execu- 
tive, judicial and legislative branches of the 
Federal Government. Hardest of all perhaps, 
he had to reverse himself. 

Mr. McGrath now has done all this. And so we 
believe that all who have followed the case of 
this little, once completely unknown immigrant 
to our shores will give him full credit for his 
act. 

The Ellen Knauff case is one of the strangest 
in the three centuries since the first white men 
arrived from Europe. To tell in detail all its 
twists and turns, its sneak plays and vindictive 
maneuvers would ‘take a good-sized book. It is 
a reproach to the entire American nation that 
the unfeeling wheels of Washington bureaucracy 
could have ground on for almost three and a 
half years before justice at last won out. 

! » * « 

Mr. McGrath’s act rebukes first of all his 
predecessor in the office of Attorney General, 
Tom Clark, who now sits on the Suprem@»Court. 
For it was under Tom Clark that the Department 
of Justice asked the Supreme Court to say that 
the Attorney General had arbitrary authority to 
exclude a war bride in the interest of “national 
security” without a hearing or explaining its 
high-handed course. 

Mr. McGrath’s act is a rebuke to the Supreme 
Court for its 4-to-3 decision of Jan. 16, 1950, sus- 
taining that dictatorial procedure. It makes 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices Minton, Bur- 
ton and Reed look mighty foolish for their 
narrow, cold, almost inhuman ruling. Had any 
one of them joined with the vigorous dissenters, 
Justices Frankfurter, Jackson and Black, the 
case would have ended nearly two years ago. 
Had the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy been 
on the bench there might well have been a ma- 
jority opinion that would have fairly burned 
the Department of Justice. 

Mr. McGrath’s act is a rebuke to the Immigra- 
tion Service and to such of its officials as Wat- 
son B. Miller, A. R. Mackey and Edward J. 
Shaughnessy, who seemingly made up their 
minds that they would fire Mrs. Knauff out of 
the country no matter who objected. For it was 
Shaughnessy who tried twice to spirit her away 
—once by army boat and once by commercial 
plane. He said on the second try, “I was afraid 
of that,” when a last-second court ord¢r by Jus- 
tice Jackson stopped him in his tracks. 

Rebuked, too, is Senator McCarran of Nevada, 
who smothered ‘in Senate committee a bill de- 
signed expressly to admit Mrs. Knauff which 
had passed the House without an opposing vote. 
He said he did “not care whether she was de- 
ported or admitted” and then proceeded to kill 
the bill. 

» . & 

Finally it is a rebuke to those officials who, 
under pressure, belatedly conducted the “hear- 
ing” last March. For it was they who summarily 
ruled against Mrs. Knauff even though cross- 
examination of the “witnesses” (who said she 
was “known” as a “Czech agent’) was not per- 
mitted. The McGrath reversal makes out that 
procedure to have been a very flimsy affair, 
unworthy to be called a hearing. 

Conversely Mr. McGrath’s ruling is com- 
mendation for many others. For her first law- 
yer, the late Gunther Jacobson, who stayed with 
the case and put his own funds into it when 
mortally ill of cancer, and for his successor, 
Alfred Feingold. For the sponsor of the House 
bill, Representative Francis E. Walter of Penn- 
sylvania, who said very early that “some jack- 
ass” had made a mistake and the rest of the 
record was an attempt to cover up. 

For Senator Lehman and _ Representative 
Roosevelt of New York who took a helpful hand. 
For Correspondents Edward A. Harris and Alvin 
H. Goldstein who had written many columns 
from Washington and New York for our readers 
before the case became known to the press 
generally. 

Ellen Knauff’s long residence on Ellis Island 
will not have been in vain if it serves as a warn- 
ing that the American people must ever be on 
the alert against bureaucratic rule. This new- 
comer from Germany has earned her admission 
to citizenship many times over. ) 

Would that 150,000,000 Americans might 
study, appreciate and apply the lesson of her 
amazing experience!

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Seeking Out Diabetes 

Medical men believe that as many. as 14,000 
persons in the St. Louis area may be suffering 
from diabetes, although only half that number 
realize they have the disease. The problem is 
how to find those people and urge them to begin 
treatment. . 

With that in mind, the St. Logis Diabetes As- 
sociation in co-operation with the St. Louis Re- 
tail Druggists’ Association will open the annual 
diabetes detection drive on Monday and con- 
tinue this worthwhile effort through Nov. 24. 
The basis for diabetes detection is the examina- 
tion of urine specimens, a service that is offered 
free of charge. 

The Diabetes Association has worked out a 
simple method for obtaining and examining the 
specimens. That method is founded on use of 
the “St: Louis Strip,” a small strip of filter 
paper. A total of 75,000 strips will be available 
in the 280 member stores of the druggists’ 
group. The strips are free and the detection test 
is free. St. Louisans should not let the opportu- 
nity go by.

Gloom in Bonn 


Maybe it is true that the Germans have a spe- 
cial talent for being unhappy. If so, they are 
currently exercising it in connection with the 
“peace” contract being negotiated by Bonn and 
the allied high commissioners. 

When this agreement was first proposed, there 
was considerable rejoicing. But now many Ger- 
mans are asking whether it would mean much 
more than a certain easing of the occupation. 


As the negotiators go over the small type line 
by line,.it becomes clear that a pact of this kind 
would still leave West Germany considerably 
short of sovereignty. The Germans, forgetting 
who lost the war, do not like this. 

That is why the best that could be announced 
at Bonn after more than a month of negotiation 
is that accord has been reached “on essential 
points,” but others “require further study by 
experts.” The expected initialling ceremony is 
still in the future. 

* What overhangs the negotiations more than 
anything else is the possibility of a withdrawal 
of obstacles to a reunited Germany. If that could 


be brought about, a contract with Bonn would 


strike his attitude. 
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lose much of its meaning. In fact, so 
Bonn. With the Russians putting out feelers in 
this direction, with: Churchill and Eden talking 


about negotiation, with reports of broad propo- 


sals to be made by Secretary of State Acheson, 
there is no getting away from the feeling that 
there is something in the air. | 

So, it might be wise just to mark time for a 
while on a deal with West Germany— at least 
until developments at the Paris meeting of the 
United Nations General Assembly clarify the 
picture. If this prolongs the gloom in Bonn for 
a while, why, that cannot be helped. 


Not Necessarily An Angel 

Looks like the Democratic National Commit- 
tee has got itself a new broom, and maybe a 
pretty cleamsweeping one. Anyway, Hoosier 
Frank McKinney established himself in the job 
by persuading President Truman to come out 
for putting all-internal revenue collectors under 
civil service. 

For obvious reasons, Mr. McKinney did not 
mention the name of his predecessor, William M. 
Boyle Jr., or that of Boyle’s friend, James P. 
Finnegan of St, Louis, or those of the other tax 
collectors whose records are now being fine- 
combed. But he left no doubt that he wanted to 
clean the national committee and the party, too, 
of those charges of corruption and influence- 
peddling which have now been piled so high. 

“No one in -hheadquarters shall be permitted 
to accept favors, gifts, fees, emoluments or re- 
muneration of any kind from outside sources for 
intercession, influence or services rendered while 
receiving a salary from the national committee,” 
said McKinney. And he could not make it much 
clearer than that. Services will be performed, 
he said. That’s the business of the committee. 
But they will be proper services, and nobody is 
going to make a profit out of them. 

This tone is considerably different from that 
with which the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder first defended those good Dem- 
ocrats who had gotten into hot water. Mr. Mc- 
Kinney explained his own views to both the 
President and the Secretary. And apparently he 
was quite persuasive. 

It is not that Mr. McKinney is necessarily a 
member of one of the angelic choirs, complete 
with a set of feathery, pink wings growing hand- 
somely on his shoulder blades. He did not have 
to soar up among the fleecy little clouds to 
He just had to be a good 


politician. 

As such, he knows that there is going to be a 
lot of taik about corruption in the 1952 cam- 
paign which he is supposed to master-mind. And 
such talk will not put many Xs at the top of the 
Democratic column. Maybe he can’t do much 
about what is in the record, but pretty clearly 
Mr. McKinney is determined that, under his re- 
gime, the Democrats will provide no more am- 
munition for the Republicans. In an elephant 
hunt, he does not want the elephants peppering 
away at the donkey. 

No doubt, there could be higher motives. But 
this one, if adhered to, will be quite sufficient 
to bring about a considerable improvement in 
the public service, no matter whether it pays 
partisan dividends or not. 

So lots of folks are going to be watching what 
happens after Mr. McKinney's brave start.

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The Point Is... 


Bert Bell, commissioner of the National Foot- 
ball League, thinks football ought to get rid of 
the point after touchdown. This would eliminate 
the one-point margin in scores on which so many 
gambling cards depend. Mr. Bell holds this 
would reduce gambling, and it would reduce a 


- lot of other things as well. 


It would reduce the possibility of two equally 
matched teams settling their differences on a 
placement kick. In this day of rugged offensives, 
sleazy defenses and four platoons in every game, 
a score of 33 to 32 is common. But there is little 
to show that the team with 33 points is better 
than the one with 32. 

The Bell plan also would reduce the possi- 
bility of indecision, for he would let touchdowns 
count seven points, and provide a “sudden 
death” overtime period in case of ties. The first 
team to cross the goal line would win by seven 
points. 

Much of this seems sensible, but change*tomes 
slowly to the conservative game, so Mr. Bell will 
probably have difficulty promoting his idea. For 
one thing, getting rid of the kick after touch- 
down almost removes the foot from football. 
This is like taking the grid out of gridiron, and 
the class out of the classic. Somebody might 
miss them. 


Pinned on a Map 

Hope for continued progress in the Korean 
truce talks could be pinned on a map at the 
town of Kaesong. Negotiators now propose 
that this area be demilitarized. This offers a 
more subtle compromise than the usual one of 
splitting the difference, and the question is 
whether the Communists are receptive to such 
subtlety. 

They want Kaesong because their troops have 
held it. The Allies want it because the area 
is only 34 miles from Seoul and, in enemy 
hands, threatens that southern capital. The 
Allies might have proposed giving part of the 
Kaesong zone to each side; instead they pro- 
posed to give it to neither, but to empty it of 
troops. This means largely a Communist with- 
drawal which, however, would be matched under 
the buffer zone plan by compensating’ allied 
withdrawals elsewhere on the front. 

The long months of negotiation do not encour- 
age hope that the Communists will make flat 
acceptance of any given proposal. Yet Kaesong 
could not have become an enlarged point of 
difference had not both sides already agreed 
tentatively on nearly all the rest of the buffer 
zone across Korea. As the buffer line has been 


‘drawn, the remaining gaps in it have naturally 


been magnified, 

Viewed in that perspective, the Kaesong dis- 
pute may not encourge false hopes of eventual 
peace, but it certainly encourages patience.

An Old House Bows to Progress

Mr. Kline and His House 


When doom was pronounced on The 
House on Practically the Last Good Com- 
mercial Corner in Clayton, the family liv- 
ing there thought they ought to cheer. But 
they couldn't keep from feeling sad. 

A showplace of World’s Fair days can 
show too long. No doubt, the house was 
nearly ready to expire from old age and 
neglect. But to fall before the bulldozer 
and crowbars of professional house-killers 
—to make room for a temple of tomatoes 
and sanctuary of soap chips—to be cut 
down so a glittering supermarket could go 
up—that was something else. 

A day never passed when the mistress 
of the old house didn’t scold it bitterly. Its 
crochets sometimes drove the man to 
strong words. Their friends wouldn't have 
lived in the place on a bet, and made no 
bones about it. But the appointed execu- 
tion of the house approached, and its un- 
seemly ways somehow became amiable 
mannerisms. P 

Forty feet of living room and other 
things in proportion add up to work and 
expenses. But there was space for a 
woman to throw a toy and for a setter 
pup to retrieve it. In a small room a chair 
six inches out of place is like a plot to 
overthrow the country. The old house 
could take a comfortable disarray without 
noticing it. 

That house understood people with old- 
fashioned notions about privacy, meaning 
large rooms and plenty of them. A musical 
fanatic could put a phonograph at his 
elbow and the loud speaker a dozen paces 
away—and other members of the house- 
hold could find places of refuge from the 
onslaught of decibels.

The streetcar company saved its rolling 
boiler factories to run on Kirkwood 01 
past the front door, and a chrome-and-neon 
saloon host to youth a half block away.

greater proportion of armored forces than ours. ‘Their navy, con- 
sisting primarily of submarines, is adapted to the type of war they 
would wage at sea. They are making tremendous efforts to match 


us in atomic power. 
The Soviet Union, since the 


end of World War II, has main- 


tained military production. on a war scale and has re-equipped its 


armed forces. 


In addition it has been arming the European satel- 


lites, Red China, the North Koreans and the Communists in French 


Indochina. ' 


The Soviet forces have iain 
changed, to the degree possible 
to their economy, from the ma 
army concept to the well-trained, 
mobile, machine army concept. 

These changes are not without 
dangers. Heavily machine-pow- 
ered armed forces require an in- 
dustrial base which may be be- 
yond the Soviet capacity. The 
logistic problems of supplying pe- 
troleum products, parts and am- 
munition can easily be beyond 
an industry subject to strategic 
bombing. The small and vulner- 
able rail network can be con- 
stantly interrupted, leaving their 
armies and air forces stranded. 
The road network is of little value 
for supply. 

Self-Contained Area. 

To overcome these difficulties, 
the Soviet Union has attempted 
to organize its principal military 
areas into complete, self-contained 
industrial areas capable of sup- 
porting the forces in the region. 
This has been supplemented by 
large stockpiles of materials which 
cannot be produced locally. 


The Soviet armed forces are | 


authoritavely reported to consist 
of about 4,000,000 men. Of these 
2.500,000 are in the army, 600,000 
in the air force, 400,00 in the 
navy and 50,000 in the secret po- 
lice. 

Soviet manpower is not inex- 
haustible. About 1,600,000 men 
come of age each year. This low 
figure, for the population and 
birthrate, is due to the purges 
and the famine of the early 1930s. 
Military service varies from fwo 
to five years, depending upon the 
branch of service, and probably 
averages about three years. How- 
ever, exemptions from full serv- 
ice in the interest of other state 
projects are on a large scale. 
This, together with those unfit 


pe figures. But remembering the 
superior power of western divi- 
sions and the fact that the West 
also has large reserves, they are 
not too impressive. 

Anamolous Factors. 

It is an anamoly that the 
Soviet Union should have a 
greater proportion of armored 
and mechanized divisions in its 
army than the United States, 
which prides itself on its indus- 
trial capacity. It is also an anam- 
oly that the Reds should have 
a larger air force. . It is true, 
however, that our Air Forces and 
naval air force combined equal 
the Soviet air forces in num- 
bers and far exceed them in air 
frame weight, a truer measure. 

The Soviet Union is estimated 
to have 20,000 operational aircraft, 
of which 12,000 are combat types: 
Five thousand are believed to be 
stationed in the Far East. In the 
West there are 8500, of which 
3000 are modern jets. Some 1500 
or 1600 are believed to be in 
Germany, including 600 or 700

30 Tank Divisions. | 

Thirty of the Soviet divisions | 
are tank divisions and another 35 | 
are mechanized. The difference | 
is one of degree of armor. In) 
the armored division tanks pre- 
dominate, while in the mechan- 
ized division, motorized infantry 
predominates. 

It is interesting to divide the 
total of Soviet divisions into the 
total numbers in the Soviet army 
and get that familiar- American 
term, the division slice. It 
amounts to a little more than 
14,000 against the American di- 
vision slice of 40,000 in a theater 
of operations. In addition, the 
Soviet army total includes from 
30 to 35 artillery and anti-air- 
craft artillery divisions which are 
not counted in the 175. 

It is obvious from these figures 
that the total of Soviet divisions 
must include cadre and training 
divisions which at different times 
are down to a-strength of 3000 
or 4000 men waiting to be filled 
with the new draft. It is probable 
that in terms of firepower and 
manpower the peacetime Soviet 
division has a combat value of 
little more than half that of an 
American or NATO division. 

Weak in Artillery. 

From the American point of 
view the Soviet division is weak 
in artillery, engineers, medical, 
ordnance and quartermaster serv- 
ices. Soviet artillery is massed 
under the supreme commander 
and he moves it in masses to back 
up offensives. This is an excel- 
lent substitute for artillery weak- 
n’~s. and Soviet artillery is sup- 
p. 1|in a far smaller proportion 
th: 1 in American practice. 

The United States Army backs 
up its division artillery, which is 
twice as strong as Russia’s, with 
large pools in the Corps, Army 
and General Headquarters re- 
serves. 

The Soviet Union has large 
military reserves and carries on 
an extensiv. training program for 
reservists until the age of 50. 
Gen. Marshall estimated that they 
could, by calling reserves, place 
250 divisions in ‘the field three

is small, probably under 500. It 
is not large enough to carry out 
extensive bombing of the United 
States because there would be no 
return trips except to the Pacific 
Northwest...

Any estimate of the atomic 
success of the Soviet Union is'| 
purely speculative. They may 
have anywhere from 20 to 200 
atomic bombs, depending upon 
the assumptions made as to raw 
material and industrial capacity. 
It is worth noting that they ap- 
pear te be much more worried 
about American atomic power 
today than they were before they 
exploded their first bomb. It ap- 
pears that they have found the 
industrial problem of atomic pro- 
duction much more difficult than 
the scientific. 

The Soviet armed forces are 
roughly double those maintained 
in 1939. Their quality is much 
higher. They are disposed defen- 
sively. The troops in Eastern Ger- 
many and the satellites have been 
held in war readiness for the past 
two years with leaves limited and 
families returned to Russia. They 
have been capable of successful 
aggression for the past two or 
three years against the disarmed 
West. 

In another year that capability 
will be lost as western rearma- 
ment progresses, unless Soviet 
forces are increased. Our most 
likely mistake is our awe of their 
numbers which we can match, 
and our under-estimate of their | 
quality, which we do not appre-.

The new element in a combina- 
tion of radio and the teletype 
printer used by many newspapers 
and businesses is a scrambling 
machine which mixes up. the 
sound of telegraphic dots and 
dashes that can be unscrambled 
only by a soul-mate machine 
tuned in at precisely the correct 
place. This permits officials in 
the Pentagon and at the State 
Department to exchange top pri- 
ority messages simultaneously 
with field officers in London, 


Janeirio or other important Amer- 
ican posts as though they were in 
the same room. Negotiations that 
would normally take weeks by or- 
dinary communications can be 
settled within a few hours, some- 


times even within a few minutes. 
First Used in 1944. 


Tele-con, first put into opera- 
tion in March 1944, enabled Gen. 
Eisenhower and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to agree on plans for the 
allied invasion of Europe and the 
sweep across France into Ger- 
many. It got its heaviest workout 
by the Defense Establishment and 


'the State Department during the 


Berlin airlift. Even now President 
Truman goes occasionally to the 
restricted third floor room in the 
Pentagon to join in talks with 
American officials in London, 
Paris or Tokyo. 

Those who have participated in 
tele-con say that it is as good as 
talking face to face around a con- 
ference table and is far superior 
to a telephone call.

ERRY FLEMING’S novel 
“The Fortune Tellers” is an-

South but it repeats no formulae 
and its special properties—high 
tension, a cultivated, precise 
and mobile prose, and a skill- 
fully worked out “story line”— 
have little dependence upon re- 
gional color.

HE excitement in the story 

comes largely from the 

sir.ultaneous approach of 
two climaxes. Will the city be 
destroyed? Will Barfield and 
the Traffords be exposed to the 
law and public scorn? The an- 
sWers to both questions are de- 
ferred until the last few pages 
by unusually adroit craftsman- 
ship. Meanwhile the reader is 
brought close to a numerous 
set of characters, each of whom 
is carefully differentiated, per- 
sonalized and plausibly moti- 
vated. ” 

Understanding them so well 
we forgive them their sins. Byt 
Mr. Fleming’s method is suth 
as to induce only a qualified 
sympathy for the main actors in 
his drama. Barfield, loves his 
children, but he’s not big 
enough for any important per- 
sonal sacrifice. The Traffords 
are devoted, presumably, to an 
aristocratic ideal; but noblesse 
oblige doesn’t stay them from 
sending an innocent man to 
prison. Reporter Vitner’s pro- 
fessional integrity is offset 
by his distorted humanity. The 
amiable female editor is a 
faithful public servant and, at 
the same time, a slave of local 
taboos. Winans comes off best 
of all. One is touched by his 
fortitude and devotion to duty 
in a moment of crisis. Unfor- 
tunately he has already been 
Stamped as an oaf, 

In other words “The Fortune 
Tellers” is not the sort of story 
that invites you to locate a hero 
and get behind him. I cite this 
not as a weakness but to sug- 
gest that Mr. Fleming has writ- 
ten, in effect, a human comedy 
in the Balzac sense. In any case 
it is an exciting tale from start 
to finish; and there are few 
American authors who write 
with such stylistic finish.

(Divas 
are not always so thoughtful of 
the press.) 
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HE chief suspect was an-

ple. The murdered man had 
discovered her, coached her and 
had her undef a contract where- 
by he received half her salary. 
Another primé suspect was Eck- 
er. Until two years before he 
had been unknown but through 
the influence of his socially 
prominent wife, who had been 
murdered a year ago, he had 
become a famous singer. 

A week later as Elsa was 
leaving the stage after the first 
act of “Tristan und Isolde,” she 
was momentarily detained by 
the detective. When she arrived 
at her dressing room, Hilda was 
slumped forward in Elsa’s 
chair with a bullet hole in her 
head. 

From ‘then on the story re- 
solves itself into an exciting in- 
vestigation with Elsa in con- 
stant danger of being shot, 
knifed, garroted, poisoned or 
electrocuted.

OST Presidents have grown 
M« the White House. The 

second pair of volumes in 
this eight-volume edition of let- 
ters shows that Theodore 
Roosevelt was no exception. He 
is a bigger man in these letters 
than he was when on the make. 


True, there are still traces 
of an amazing juvenility. He 
could take time out from states- 
manship to write a letter ex- 
horting the Harvard football 
team to get in there and beat 
Yale; the letter was read in the 
locker-room. He could describe 
the new game he had discov- 
ered; single-stick, in which the 
padded contestants beat each 
other over the head with staves. 
He could report that a couple 
of Japanese wrestlers had be- 
come regular callers at the 
White House. In the matter of 
eccentric exercise, he seems to 
have been an early-day Henry 
Wallace. 


From the moment McKinley’s 
assassination put him in the 
White House, T. R. was plan- 
ning his 1904 campaign. The 
letters show how shrewd a poli- 
tician he was, beating the drums 
against the corruption in gov- 
ernment exposed by the muck- 
rakers, rattling the sword 
against corporations, wooing 
labor and at the same time 
fiercely resisting unionization 
of the Government Printing Of- 
fice, facing down the threatened 
revolt of Mark Hanna, ably 
using the executive patronage 
to take control of his party 
away from the bosses. — 
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N Missouri, he gave strong 
| suppor to Joseph Folk, the 

Democratic circuit attorney 
who prosecuted St. Louis public 
officials and transit boodlers, 
even to the point of urging the 
Republicahs to indorse Folk for 
Goversior though he was run- 
ning on the Democratic ticket. 
The Republicans did not take 
T. R.’s advice, and he then had 
to write a batch of letters prov- 
ing that he really favored the 
Republican nominee while not 
really opposing Folk. Missouri 
elected Folk and gave its elec- 
toral votes to T. R., the first 
Republican to win them since 
Reconstruction. 

In retrospect, Roosevelt's 
anti-trust policy, with which he 
stole Bryan’s following from the 
Democrats, does not look so fe-

rocious as it was meant to seem 
at the time. But there jis no 
sign that T. R. was consciously 
fighting with cream-puffs. He 
prided himself on being a 
“practical” reformer, which is 
to say. that he nibbled at the 
trusts without really hurting 
them. But he sincerely believed 
he was putting them in their 
place. 

He had a considerable ability 
to assert his righteousness with- 
out carrying it too far. Once 
he invited Booker T. Washing- 
ton to the White House for the 
straightforward purpose of con- 
sulting him on Negro patronage 
in the South. A storm of criti- 
cism broke, and he wrote to 
Lucius Littauer: “There are cer- 
tain points where I would not 
swerve from my views if the 
entire people was a unit against 
me, and this is one of them. I 


"would not lose my self-respect 


by fearing to have a man like 
Booker T. Washington to dinner 
if it cost me every political 
friend I have got.” All the 
same, Booker T. Washington 
never came to dinner again.

OOSEVELT was never more 
R convinced of his righteous- 

ness than in the fascinating 
case of the Panama Canal.

Roosevelt called this “a 
really remarkable forecast of 
our attitude and probable con- 
duct.” He insisted up and down 
that only by sheer coincidence 
had Bunau-Varilla been able to 
“forecast a line of conduct upon 
which I myself had not at the 


-moment determined.” He laid it 


to Bunau-Varilla’s being “a very 
clever man.” 

Anyhow, T. R. got his canal. 
One must hope that no other 
nation with a strategic interest 
in a vital waterway—Russia at 
the Dardanelles, for example— 
adopts his method of military 
intervention in behalf of a pup- 
pet state as a precedent.

radiant countenance. 

She had no sooner fished her- 
self out of the tank than she 
was approached by Eddie Brack- 
en, the movie actor, and firmly 
kissed. The kiss was not a ges- 
ture of affection. It was a dem- 
onstration to convince the spec- 
tators and customers, that Mary‘s 
lipstick would not come off: it 
didn’t, and Mary was. then and 
there crowned Miss Makeup. 

Some girls might have been 
moved by this experience to catch 
the next train back to Nederland 
—or at. the very least to catch 
a severe cold.. But not Mary Col- 
lins. She carefully rubbed her- 
self dry and ambled fetchingly 
away from there to her present 
unique station in life as the most 
crowned girl in history. She has 
reigned on 73 separate occasions,

during her American travels 

been disturbed by what she 
calls the American tendency” to 
put all Germans in one pot.” She 
says the anti-Hitler underground 
movement in Germany was more 
widespread than Americans real- 
ize. She herself helped her 
brother-in-law escape from a Nazi 
prison. 

“My brother-in-law,” she says, 
“regarded it as a great honor 
to be jailed by the Nazis. He was 
a Protestant clergyman, so vio- 
lent in his opposition to the Hit- 
ler regime that even after he 
escaped from prison he was hunt- 
ed down and thrown into the 
concentration camp at Dachau. 
Americans have asked me how 
the German people could sit by 
while such horrors as Dachau 
existed. The answer is that peo- 
ple like myself were helpless to 
do anything. So great was the 
fear that was instilled in us that 
even today my brother-in-law does 
not talk of the things he saw 
at Dachau.” 

After the Allied occupation, 
Dr. Traub worked for a _ short 
time as a researcher for the Ger- 
man produced American-English 
Newsreel World in Film in Mu- 
nich. Through association with 
her husband at his mammoth 
film museum in Berlin, Dr. Traub 
came to be recognized as an ex- 
pert on newsreel and documén- 
tary film production and after 
taking her doctorate at the Uni- 
versity of Munich was invited 
to remain there as a lecturer on 
film writing and publicity. As 
film expert of “Der Regenbogen” 
she is delighted, she says, to fea- 
ture American films that give the 
German people a true picture of 
American life. She avoids play- 
ing up gangster movies and keeps 
Hollywood pin-up girls out of her 
layouts. Only recently she de- 
voted a full page to the movie, 
“The Best Years of Our Lives,” 
the picture that portrayed the 
difficulties American soldiers had 
adjusting themselves to civilian 
life. 

In 1948 Dr. Traub, who had 
long taken an active interest in 
the World Council of Christians 
and Jews, was one of only eight 
women among the 200 correspond-

LTHOUGH the seriousness of 
A ter mission to America which 
demands that she get a true 
picture of the American woman at 
the various strata of American 
life has left Dr. Traub with little 
free time, she has managed to 
squeeze in a few hours of shop- 
ping in American stores. 

“I am amazed,” she says, “at 
the style that is put into even 
your cheapest of dresses and I 
am amazed at the individuality 
that American women, even those 
of your working class, achieve. 
In Germany during the war there 
was much propaganda to teach 
the German woman not to envy 
the American woman, We were 
supposed to believe that American 
women, éven with all their luxu- 
ries, all looked alike — carbon 
copies of pin-up girls. Now I 
find that not only does the Amer- 
ican woman not look like any 
other woman in the world, but 
no two American women look 
alike.” 

Asked what one item of wom- 
en's apparel particularly struck 
her fancy, Dr. Traub laughed and 
said, “Your nylon underwear. It 
is glorious.” 

On Dec. 14, Dr. Traub will re- 


turn to Germany to have Christ- 
mas with her children and then 
begin her job of trying, through 
articles in German magazines and 
newspapers, to persuade German 
women to emulate the role that 
American women are playing in 
our democracy. 

“It is not only your professional 
women that have impressed me,” 
Dr. Traub says, “but I have been 
surprised at the number of 
women who perform volunteer 
work in America. It would be 
interesting to know how many 
thousands of women all over 
America are helping at the com- 
munity level in volunteer jobs.” 

x * * 
IOLENTLY anti-Communist, 
V Dr. Traub has lost no oppor- 
tunity on her travels in this 
country to describe the chaos that 
was Berlin during the first weeks 
of the Russian occupation. . 

“I am amazed,” she says, “that 
so little was printed in this coun- 
try of the barbaric way the Rus- 
sians acted during the first two 
weeks of the occupation. What 
the German women suffered at 
the hands of the Russians will 
never be forgotten.” 

Dr. Traub says that on one 
score American women and Ger- 
man women are very much alike. 
They all worry about their fig- 
ures. She herself is overweight, 
“the result of a long diet of noth- 
ing but bread, water and pota- 
toes.” 

Some day Dr. Traub hopes to 
be able to return with her chil- 
dren to America for a visit. In 
a certain government building in 
Washington there is a painting 
that she wants to show them. The 
painting is of Gen. John Bur- 
goyne’s surrender in 1777 at 
Saratoga to Gen. Horatio Gates. 
With the American party accept- 
ing the surrender is Gen. Baron 
von Riedesel, who was Dr. Traub’s 
great-great-grandfather, and 
helped during the revolutionary 
days to build up the American 
army.

: FREDERICK, Ma., Nov. 3. 


HE last full measure of Fred- 
T erick’s deht of honor has been 

paid. After 87 years the city’s 
Civil War books have been closed. 
The war which had its turning 
point a-year before at the battle 
of Gettysburg, 30 miles away, 1s 
over. The burden borne by the 
people has been lifted. There re- 
mains as their heritage only the 
hope’ that restitution, thrice re- 
fused by the Federal Government, 
will be made in acknowledgment 
of its own debt of honor. With 
such confidence as they can sum- 
mon they are looking to Washing- 
ton for long-denied relief. 

To prevent the burning and 
sacking of the town after it had 
been invaded and the looting of 
army supplies, a ransom of $200,- 
000 was paid in _ basket-carried 
currency frdm the five banks of 
the town, on the assurance that 
they would be repaid by the mu- 
nicipality. That was on July 9, 
1864. Now the last $20,000 of 
principal and interest has been 
paid to the banks. On the strength 
of its accomplishment the city is 
preparing to again ask the Gov- 
ernment for the restitution to 
which it considers itself entitled. 

In the name of justice the peo- 
ple of Frederick will press their 
claim on the ground that under 
the Constitution the Government 
was bound to protect the town 
from invasion and make restitu- 
tion for damage incurred by lack 
of such protection, and the addi- 
tional fact that in the case of 
Frederick valuable government 
supplies were saved and a threat- 
ened attack on undefended Wash- 
ington was averted. 

There were days of dread and 
panic that midsummer day when 
Gen. Jubal Early led a Confed- 
erate army down the Valley of 
Virginia and across the Potomac 
into Maryland for the purpose of 
capturing the immense amount of 


. supplies stored at Frederick Town, 


as it was then named, for the use 
of the Union troops in the Valley 
of Virginia and in the defense of 
the upper Potomac. It was in- 
tended that he should proceed 
from Frederick Town and take 
undefended Washington. 

Gen, Early’s forces entered 
Maryland July 5, 1864. <A stop 
was made at Hagerstown and a 
ransom of $20,000 collected as the 
price of its exemption from de- 
struction. In the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains west of Frederick Town on 
July 7 Early’s army was met by 
a Union force under the com- 
mand of Gen. Lew Wallace, which 
slowed down but could not stop 
the Confederate advance. The 
delaying action enabled only par- 
tial removal of the Goverment 
supplies in five big warehouses 
and hospital buildings in Fred- 
erick Town. In the night Gen. 
Wallace evacuated Frederick 
Town and on the morning of 
the ninth, Early’s forces occupied 
the town. 

To the “Hon. Mayor” went a 
demand from Gen. Early for the 
delivery of 500 barrels of flour, 
6000. pounds of sugar, 3000 pounds 
of coffee, 20,000 pounds of bacon 
and 3000 pounds of salt. Shortly 
afterward, apparently on being 
informed that quantities of sup- 

lies had been removed from the 
own, he demanded $200,000 “in 
current money for the use of this 
army.’ On the chance that there 
might still be stored supplies in 
the town, he instructed that the 


’ contribution might be made in the 


form of supplies of equivalent 
value—$50,000 worth of medical 
stores, and like amounts of stores 
for the commissary department, 
the ordnance department and the 
quartermaster department. 

Whether the equivalent sup- 
plies could have been delivered 
is not clear but the presumption 
is that the city officials, in order 
to save the Union supplies, de- 
cided to pay the ransom in money. 
This was decided at a hastily- 
called meeting of aldermen and 
members of the common council 
at the mayor’s office, with many 
citizens in attendance. 

At that. meeting, the citizens 
assenting, it was resolved that 
the banks and savings institutions 
of the town be required to fur- 
nish the ransom money pro 
rata, according to their several 
capitals. “and that the corporate 
authorities will proeeed at the 
earliest possible moment to re- 
imburse said banks and savings 
institutions by levying upon the 
citizens of said corporation in 
proportion to their ability a suf- 
ficient tax to cover the same.” 

The city authorities were “au- 
thorized to demand and receive 
said funds and pay the same to 


the proper officer of said army.” .

In bills introduced in Congress 
pressing the claim for restitution, 
reported favorably by committees 
but not passed, it was argued that 
the government, by storing sup- 
plies at Frederick Town, had con- 


-verted it into a military depot, 


which induced the attack and the 
demand for such a large ransom. 
As aggravation the fact was cited 
that although the government 
was under obligation to protect 
the state and town it had not only 
failed to do so but had appro- 
priated for its own use the mili- 
tary forces of the state designed 
for such protection. 

In the claims presented to Con- 
gress at three different times the 
obligations of defense and the 
saving of the government supplies 
were urged. An argument against 
the claim was that the town, in 
making ransom terms with Gen. 
Early, had effected a situation 
favorable to itself and by being 
spared from destruction had re- 
ceived value for the ransom 
money that it had paid, and was 
therefore not entitled to govern- 
mental relief.

OR Frederick, grown from a 
F vitiage of 3000 in 1864 to more 

than 18,000 now, repayment of 
the ransom and the interest on 
the debt have been a burden all 
through the years. Repayment has 
been by means of bond issues to 
provide for instalments on the 
principal and for interest. In the 
earlier years the income from the 
bonds barely met the interést and 
the principal was reduced very 
slowly. From time to time there 
were refundings, reissues and 
overlapping issues which make it 
difficult to figure out’ how much 
interest has been paid, but it is 
believed to have been at least 
twice as much as the principal. 

Payment of the last installment 
of $20,000 was an occasion of re- 
joicing and thanksgiving. In cere- 
monies at the city hall and the 
Citizens’ National Bank the liqui- 
dation was celebrated. At the city 
hall Mayor Donald B. Rice and all 
the aldermen solemnly signed a 
statement: 


“Four score and seven years 
ago our forefathers covenanted 
to ransom Frederick Town from 
Confederate devastation. 

“Today we are met on behalf 
of this city to make final pay- 
ment on that covenant made by 
our citizenry and their bankers. 

“But in a larger sense we can- 
not repay, we cannot reimburse 
that deed of gratitude and mu- 
tual trust. . 

“These brave men li and 
dead have imposed bey. 5 by 
a continued and continuing mu- 
tual confidence, which existed 
then and shall endure forever, 
between administrations of this 
city, its citizens and its finan- 
cial institutions.” 


From the mayor’s office the 
mayor and aldermen went to the 
board room on the third floor of 
the city hall. There, under the 
United States, Maryland and Con- 

federate flgas, a resolution was 
adopted directing the mayor to 
“proceed at once to do all things 
proper and necessary in the re- 
covery by way of reimbursement 
from the United States of Amer- 
ica the sum of $200,000 and in- 
terest thereon representing the 
ransom money paid by the city 
of Frederick Town to Gen. Jubal 
Early of the Confederate States 
Army on July 9, 1864, for the 
purpose of saving harmless the 
military stores and property of 
th. United States of America.” 

The city officials then went to 
the Citizens’ Bank, to which was 
delivered the final payment in its 
capacity of agent for the bond- 
holders and as representative of 
the other five financial institu- 
tions that helped pay the ransom, 
all of which are still in business. 

Simulating the way the money 
changed hantis in 1864, a basket- 
ful of currency was handed by 
Mayor Rice to President William 
H. B. Anders of the Citizens’ 
Bank, after which the transaction 
was completed by Alderman Allen 
G. Quynn of a check to President 
Anders. ’

That’s 
why it’s stilted, self-conscious 
and insufficient. My formula is 
no formula.” 


But formula or no, the profes- 
sor does have something; he’s 
one of those rare performers 
who never talks down to his 
audience—even when discussing 
relativity, nuclear fission or the 
planets. 


‘ And nimble-witted Marshall’s 
faculty of translating some deep 
and mysterious subject into some- 
thing people touch in everyday ‘ 
life has his viewers wondering 
why they’ve never understood 
the subject before. Marshall, for 
instance, has: shown his audi- 
ence how to whip up a miniature 
atomic explosion in the kitchen, 
and has used a basketball and 


}baseball/to illustrate the solar 


system. Then the following week 
the professor may X-ray his own 
hand on the TV screen or show, 
under the microscope lens, how 
insects multiply. 

Marshall’s avid enthusiasts 
claim his program, praised by 
educators and critics alike, out- 
draws wrestling as a video attrac- 
tion in some cities. 

An exaggeration? Perhaps. 
But the 44-year-old professor does 
possess unusual appeal.

ANY BRIEF DESCRIPTION of 
the 12-tone system is bound to be 
misleading if only because it 
makes the technique seem wholly, 
arbitrary and without connection 
te any musical tradition. It is 
important, then, to realize that 
it was a gradual development with 
Schoenberg and that he didn’t} 
commit himself to it until he 
. found it impossible to express his 
ideas through the existing tonal 
system. 


The important musical and psy- 
chological fact about 12-tone 
music is that it has no key-note 
or tonal center. To insure a com- 
plete emancipation from a tonal 
center Schoenberg devised a tone- 
row for each composition which 
uses all 12 tones in the chromatic 
scale in a specially determined 
order. The row can be inverted 
(or turned upside down). It can 
also be used backward (or in re- 
verse order) and this retrograde 
succession of the original row can 
also be turned upside down. More- 
over all four can be started at 
any pitch level.

sO THE COMPOSER really has 
four different rows to work with 
each of which can be transposed, 
thus affording a total of 48 com- 
binations. Every series must be 
used in the given order, If any 
note, or any part of the row, is 
repeated before the series has 
been run out it tends, so Schoen- 
berg says, to create a tonal cen- 
ter. 


The tone-row. must not be re- 
garded as a theme. It is merely a 
preliminary formation of the ma- 
terial. One or more themes can

Forty-eight different arrange- 
ments of the 12-note pattern of- 
fer a multitude of melodic possi- 
bilities; and the, potential variety 
of a 12-tone piece is further as- 
sured by the permitted practice of 
using several tones at one time 
as a chord.

_ mote melody would not violate

LACK OF VARIETY is cer- 
tainly not a disturbing feature 
of Schoenberg’s music. What trou- 
bles the ordinary listener — and 
many. musicians must be included 
in that category—is precisely the 
freedom which 12-tone music as- 
sures itsélf by revoking tonality. 
It is so free that it seems to have 
no’shape, no cohesion, no direc- 
tion and, as a consequence, no 
meaning. The ear demands age 
ization and it is not possible to 
grasp the discipline and organiza- 
tion of the 12-tone system without 
the closest study. Even then it 
“ doubtful that the human ear is 

able of recognizing the tone 
row when it is turned upside 
sete or played in reverse. 
Schoenberg, in fact, did not ex- 
pect the hearer to be conscious 
ot such technical devices. 


What remains then is a seem- 
ingly free association of sounds 


with no reference point. Western |.

that it had a fireplace. While the 


charm of the fiteside plays a/| 


leading role in most dreams of 
home, it also creates the practical | 
problem of providing proper fit- } 
cings Absolute essentials are a/| 
screen, and a fire dog or log} 
cradle on which to build the fire. | 
(Nowadays fires are seldom built } 
on andirons, since a cradle per- 
mits free air circulation under- | 
neath the screen to protect them | 
from. the heat.) Starting with 
these two “musts”, there is an 
almost unlimited list of other ac- 
cessories which can be added as 
the budget permits. 

While the three or four-fold 
fire screen, standard equipment 
in the past, is still preferred by 
some persons it has been largely 
supplanted by two other types: 
the flat “spark arrester”, some- 
times equipped with an orna- 
mental brass strip at the bottem; 
and the curtain mesh screen 
which need never be moved, the 
mesh operating on the traverse 
principle. The simplicity of the 
curtain mesh screen‘makes it suit- 
able for use with traditional ds 
well as modern furnishings, and 
a special shank makes it possible 
to use the andirons on the’ out- 
side of even this type screen. 

Dealers in fireplace accessories 
stress the point that prospective 
purchasers, in order to avoid dis- 
appointments, must come armed 
with accurate measurements (lit- 
erally down to the sixteenth of 
the inch) of the width, height and 
depth of the fireplace opening in 
order to determine the correct 
size of the fittings. A descriptive 
drawing showing the type of the 
fireplace and any unusual fea- 
tures also is helpful. 


Polished brass continues to be 
the most popular metal for fire- 
place accessories, followed by a 
combination of black and brass, 
and by hand-hammered wrought 
iron with a gray or Swedish fin- 
ish.

Johnston And Foley Duel Over 
Construction Materials Quotas; 
Defense Mobilizer Must Decide

(UP)—Defense Mobilizer Charles E. 


Wilson finds himself on the hot seat as referee in an inter- 


governmental fight over how far new home building should be cut 


in 1952. 


Economic Stabilizer Eric Johnston is preparing recommenda- 
tions for a slash in next year’s housing construction to somewhere 
between 450,000 and 500,000 family units as an anti-inflation 


measure. 

Federal Housing Boss Raymond 
M. Foley insists the country can’t 
get along with less than 850,000 
end that 925,000 would be closer 

to actual needs. 

” The Defense Production Ad- 
ministration believes 700,000 
would be more in line with the 
amount of materials available al- 
though it already has authorized 
builders to use enough steel, cop- 
per and aluminum to keep home 
construction at Foley’s 850,000 
rd for the first three months of 

52. 


No Bathtubs? 


The DPA allocations are sub- 
ject to change, if it turns out 
that there aren’t enough materials 
to go around, or if Wilson vetoes 
them. 

Some of DPA’s technical advis- 
ers think the agency may have 
over-reached itself in handing 
out first quarter allotments of 
steel, copper and aluminum for 
new housing. They claim a lot 
of new homes ‘may go on the 
market without bathtubs if the 
industry tries to hit an 850,000 
annual rate in January, February 
and March, unless someone comes 
up pretty soon with a practical 
way of substituting aluminum for 
copper in plumbing fixtures. 


Informed sources said Wilson 
is keeping a close eye on the dis- 
pute but won’t take a definite 
stand until Johnston submits his 
formal recommendations, prob- 
ably within the next week or two. 
Johnston hopes to return to pri- 
vate life by the.end of this month, 
and the housing repert may be 
one of his last official acts. 

The economic stabilizer con- 
tends that 850,000 new homes 
would build up enough inflation- 
ary pressure tq blow the lid off 
the national economy next year 
—which he regards as the crisis 
period of the mobilization emer- 
gency. 

At an average of $10,000 per 
nome, he figures Foley’s recom- 
mendations would add eight and 
yne-half billion dollars to the vol- 
ume of mortgage credit. His min- 
imum figure of 450,000 new 


houses would cut that down by 
four billion dollars. | 

Foley, however, has asserted 
that there is nothing in the pres- 
ent mobilization picture to war- 


rant any such slash in home- 
building, particularly in view of 
pressing need for housing in most 
parts of the country. 

Goals Too Low. 

Both Johnston and Foley have 
served notice that they are ready 
to fight all the way for their re- 
spective housing targets, leaving 
it up to Wilson to decide which 
is right. 

On the sidelines, but highly 
vocal, are the nation’s home build- 
ers who think even Foley’s goals 
are too low but who are willing 
to go along with them if they 

can’t make a better bargain. 

The builders claim. they can 
build up to 1,000,000 new family 
units with only an insignificant 
fraction of the nation’s Critical 
material supplies. And they be- 
lieve that housing credit actually 
is too tight, instead of too loose, 
as Johnston contends. 

sWhile backing Foley’ against 
Johnston, the builders are highly 
suspicious of the housing boss’ 
motives. They are still trying to 
get him to raise rent and sale 
ceilings on defense housing in the 
San Diego, Calif., area in the hope 
of setting a pattern for new con- 
struction everywhere. 

Foley so far has refused to 
grant the higher ceilings for San 
Diego housing, and building in- 
dustry spokesmen have accused 
him, of trying to squeeze them out 
so he can get rolling on a big 
public housing project. 

(Calvin K. Snyder, chairman of 
the Realtors’ Washington Commit- 
tee, told real estate and building 
men here at a .St. Louis Real 
Estate Board meeting last Thurs- 
day noon in the DeSoto Hotel that 
the Defense Housing Law is a 
shotgun deal in which Washington 
says to private builders: “You 
build housing at $8100 a unit, 
within a 90-day period, or we (the 
Government. will build it ewith 
taxpayers’ money at $9000, $10,- 
000 and $11,000 a unit, without 
paying taxes on it and take all 
the time we want to get it done.) 
He charged that the law was part 
of a long-range program by an 
oligarchy of federal job holders 
which is concerned only with per- 
petuating its own paycheck

New Defense 
Plant Nears 
Completion

It took seven trips to Wash- 
ington, D.C., to get a new 45,000 
square-foot plant built in St. 


tools and dies. That’s what the 
man said. And he should know. 
He made the trips. 

The plant was started about 
June 1 for the Production En- 
gineering Manufacturing’ Co. on 
the east side of Kingsland avenue, 
about 700 feet north of Page 
boulevard. It is expected to be 
ready to use by Dec. 1. The J. 
S. Alberici Construction Co. is 
the general contractor, and 
Heuser & Associates did the 
architecture and engineering. 

Production Engineering, now at 
1580 North & South road, had 
to build in a new location be- 
cause expansion was not possible 
at that location. The plant on 
North & South road will be con- 
tinued in operation, however, to- 
gether with the new one. The 
two properties will employ an 
average of 300 men each Working 


shift. 
Gets a Rebuff. 

The trips to. Washington were 
occasioned because the company 
does ordnance work and the plant 
had to be built through requisi- 
tion of materials, machinery, etc., 
under the Defense Production 
Authority, and with short-term 
depreciation of capital assets. 

On the first trip to Washing- 
ton, the companys secretary, Her- 
man M. Katcher, St. Louis lawyer, 
met with a rebuff from an up- 
start bureau clerk who said, in 
effect “we've seen your kind be- 
fore. You’re nobody, you won't 
get anything, and you won't be 
back.” Katcher went back. Six 
more times. Moreover, he got 
what he went after, permission 
from Washington to build the 
plant, and to provide for rapid 
depreciation of the investment 
because of the purpose for which 
the plant is being built. 
The property, including land, 
building and installations will 
cost an estimated $324,175, and 
the company will be allowed to 
set up high short-term deprecia- 
tion on $304,175 of the sum (the 
land doesn’t depreciate; just 
building and equipment do). 
Production Engineering needed 
the ‘plant under that kind of set- 
up because it is a prime contrac- 
tor for diversified critical items 
of army ordnance and would, if 
defense contracts were stopped 
suddenly after too-short'a period 
of time, be left with financial 
obligations for the new plant that 
it might not be able to meet with

The Dodge construction news 
and marketing specialists ort- 
ed yesterday that the predicted 
over-all drop due to defense limi- 
tations on the building field 
showed itself in the September 
award total of $1,082,855,000 
which was a decrease of 14 per 
cent from August and a drop of 
16 per cent from September 1950. 

Meanwhile the nine-month to- 
tal of awards reached $12,533,- 


43 per cent less than August and 
31 per cent below September 
1950, it was stated today by Carl 
G. Momberg, district manager 
for Dodge. 

The total for nine months this 
year reached $531,578,000 or 1 
per cent below the comparable 
1950 total in eastern Missouri, 
western Tennessee, southern IIli- 
nois and Arkansas. 

Non-residential contracts of 
$13,875,000 were down 55 per cent 
from August and down 28 per cent 
from September last year. Resi- 
dential awards at $21,464,000 were 
41 per cent lower than August and 
were 43 per cent below the Sep- 
tember 1950 figure. Public and 
private works and utilities at $11,- 
430,000 were 26 per cent less than 
August but 5 per cent above the 
September 1950 total. 

Nine-month totals, with percent- 
ages of increase or loss, compared 
with 1950’s corresponding totals 
were as follows: Non-residential, 
$190,245,000, down 2 per cent;

HE national problem of dope addiction, 
T especially among teen-agers, has 
focused attention on a Government 
hospital outside of Lexington, Kentucky, 
that operated in comparative obscurity 
for man = It is the United States 
Public Heal Service Hospital for Nar- 
cotic Addicts, founded on the principle 
that a drug dddict is a victim of a chronic 
illness who requires hospitalization, not 
incarceration. 
Since it opened in 1935, along with 
a similar institution at Fort Worth, Texas, 
the Lexingtoh hospital has treated more 
than 20,000 rhen and women. Up to 1947, 
less than thtee per cent of the patients 
were under 21 years of age; now 18 per 
cent are teén-agers. Indicative of the 
8 of thé end drug addiction 
problem, thé hospital, designed for 1300 
patients, is crowded with 1500, and there 
is a long waiting list. 
Patients are of three types: Prison- 


ers, probationers and volunteers. Term 
patients, as prisoners are called, are ad- 
dicts convicted in Federal Court (usually 
for a narcotic law violation) and sen- 
tenced to the hospital for a specific term. 
Probationers are those placed on proba- 
tion by a court on condition they go to a 
hospital. Volunteers are patients who 
voluntarily entered the hospital for treat- 
ment; about half of the teen-agers are 
volunteers. 

The hospital's course of treatment 
requires a six-month stay and is divided 
roughly into three periods—withdrawal, 
in which narcotics are gradually taken 
from the patient; convalescent, during 
which the patient is built up physically

COULDN'T SEE very well when I first opened 
my eyes. Then the mist cleared, and I saw 
the chaplain bending over me. 

Then I knew I had heard a voice: “There’s 
no more plasma”... So this is how it is. Well, 
here goes Brockmeier ... 

_ I tried to remember what happened. 
'@ Oh, yes . . . we were halfway up the hill. My 
platoon had been ordered to stall the Reds while 
a new U.S. regiment dug in. 
@ Now the Reds had us pinned down. There were 
fewer of my guys all the time... 
® There was a lull. I crawled up to the ridge of 
a little gully to look around. | 
® Then I got a red-hot jab in my belly and my 
legs caved in. I blacked out. That’s all I remem- 
ber until I saw the chaplain. 

Just as things were getting dark again, I felt 
a jab in my arm. I looked up. There was a medic, 
holding a bottle of plasma. : 

Later at the hospital I found out how lucky 
I was. The sniper’s bullet had gone clear through 
my stomach and nicked my spine. When they 
got me to the aid station I was paralyzed and 
bleeding to death. 

But at that moment a new batch of plasma 
came into the station. It saved my life. 

Maybe that was your blood. Thanks.

@ When Spencer returned to Wyoming, 
his old friends flocked to bring him 
clients. Among them were the big oil 
companies. In 1934, the Sinclair Refin- 
ing Co. put him on its legal staff. By 
1946, he was Sinclair’s general counsel. 
A year later, he became president. In 
1949, he succeeded oilman Harry Sin- 
clair as head of the huge parent com- 
pany, the Sinclair Oil Cofp. 

Now, Spencer is one of the “greats” 
in his industry. He's glad he was fired!

THUMPING, rousing march from World 

War I, the Badenweiler, was the favor- 

ite tune of Adolph Hitler. It was played 

at all the Brownshirt demonstrations 
when the Fuehrer made his dramatic appear- 
ances. 

Today the stirring blare of the Badenweiler 
is again heard, resounding this time in tribute 
to the man who hopes to be Germany’s Fuehrer 
for tomorrow. 

He is Otto Ernst Remer, a haggard, hard- 
faced demagogue with the black, burning eyes 
of the fanatic (see picture) . 

@® His hoarse, blustering speeches, spiced with 
gutter jokes and soldier slang, have in two 
years rallied hundreds of thousands of restless 
and embittered Germans to the standard of 
his Socialist Reich Party (S.R.P.). 

@ “We and the National Socialists are of the 
same blood-group,” he shouts. “We shall take 
over all that was good in National Socialism, 
and that completely!” 


His Own Blackshirt Troops 


T Is not all talk. Until the police intervened, 
Remer was flankéd at his public appear- 
- ances by black-shirted bullies of the 
Reichsfront, his new version of the Nazi SS. 
The Socialist Reich Party also evolved its copy 
of the Hitler Youth, which is called the Reichs- 
jugend (now banned), and of most other 
National Socialist organizations... 


In the S.R.P., the word Fuehrer is avoided, 
but Leiter is used in its place. Leiter and 
Fuehrer mean exactly the same thing — 
“leader.”’ 

In the Lower Saxony elections last Spring 
the S.R.P. polled 367,000 votes and put 16 ofits 
candidates into the 158-seat State Legislature. 
There are S.R.P. zealots in the Federal Parlia- 
ment at Bonn. John J. McCloy, the U.S. High 
Commissioner, has already, warned the Ger- 
man people against the revival of doctrines 
that so recently laid the country in ruins. 

This is not the first time that destiny has 
suddenly yanked Remer from obscurity into 
history’s spotlight. 

As much as any single man, he was responsi- 
ble for crushing the July 20, 1944, plot to elim- 
inate Hitler and overthrow the Nazi regime, a 
fact which today lends him a special glamor 
for thousands of Germans. 


From Major to Major-General 


HEN Colonel Count Claus Schenk von 

Stauffenberg planted the bomb in Hit- 

ler’s East Prussia headquarters that 
day, Remer was Major of the Berlin Guards 
Battalion—a rule-book soldier, who knew noth- 
ing of the political rip-tides threatening the 
Nazi regime. When an order came to surround 
the government buildings with his battalion, 
he promptly marched off to obey. 
@ Behind the order were events of which 
Remer had no inkling. Colonel Stauffenberg 
had flown back to Berlin after watching his 
bomb explode, certain that nobody could have 
survived the blast. He so reported to his fellow 
conspirators at the War Office in Berlin. The 
plan was then to isolate the government build- 
ings, arrest the top Nazis and take over the 
government. 
@ Hitler survived the blast. But had the rest 
of the plan gone into effect the plot, in its 
essence, might have succeeded. With Berlin in 
their hands, and Hitler isolated in East Prussia, 
the conspirators’ chances of assuming control 
would still have been good. But they did not 
reckon with Remer. 


ly at this man: he’s active in political dirty work 


His troops already deployed as ordered, 
Remer was persuaded by a Nazi indoctrination 
officer to proceed no further until he had con- 
sulted the highest Nazi then present in Berlin. 
This was Joseph Goebbels—not only Propa- 
ganda Minister but Gauleiter (party leader) 
for Berlin—who had already got wind of the 
bomb attempt. 

. Goebbels knew that everything, including 
his own neck, depended on convincing Remer 
that he should remain loyal to Hitler and act 
accordingly. 

He put through a call to East Prussia and, 
after some delay, succeeded .in getting the 
Fuehrer himself on the phone. (One of the 
major blunders of the plotters was their fail- 
ure to cut communications.) 
® “Major Remer,”’ said Goebbels, “The 
Fuehrer wishes to speak to you!” 

@ Right then, over the phone, Hitler promoted 


_ Remer to Colonel and gave him authority to 


do anything necessary to suppress the revolt. 
Rank: was to be disregarded. In that moment 
when history teetered on a knife’s edge, Otto 
Ernst Remer was the law in Berlin. 

® He promptly lifted the cordon around the 
government buildings, freeing the Nazi offi- 
cials and ministers from detention. 

With his Guardsmen he stormed into the 
War Office and put the plotters under arrest. 
The ringleaders, including Count von Stauf- 
fenberg, were executed. The plot had failed. 

Remer was hero of the day, hailed by Goeb- 
bels as the savior of the Fatherland. The war 
went on for 10 more months. 


Bricklayer With Medals 


HEN THE SHOOTING stopped, Otto Ernst 
Remer was only 33 years old and a 
Major General. 

He wore the Knight’s Cross with Oak Leaves, 
the golden “Honor Badge” of the Hitler Youth, 
and combat decorations won with the crack 
Great Germany Division. But it was a sorry 
period for Nazi heroes, and after two years’ 


internment by the Allies, Remer went to work 
as a bricklayer. 


Let’s ask ourselves: What can we do about a man who was a trusted Nazi 
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in Germany that may cause trouble for us =» 


If the world at large forgot about him, cer- 
tain people did not. 

In 1949 a band of right-wing extremists 
which included Dr. Fritz Dorls—a one-time lec- 
turer on National Socialist doctrine and a 
card-carrying Nazi since 1929—sought him out. 

Remer laid aside his trowel—and newspapers 
and illustrated weeklies all over West Ger- 
many blossomed with features on “The Hero 
of July 20.” Pictures of Remer looking sleek 
and dashing in his Major General’s uniform 
were contrasted with photos of him in his 
homely bricklayer’s overalls. His exploits were 
rehashed at length with gurgles of admiration. 
Thousands turned out to hear him speak. 

@ He said what Dr. Doris wanted him to say, 
for Doris is chairman of the Socialist Reich 
Party and so-called Reichsleiter. In the table

e “But,” says the shrewd and saturnine Dr. 

Dorls, “who would come to our meeting if we 

advertised ‘Dr. Dorls Speaks Tonight?’ Nobody. 

When we put out signs saying ‘The Hero of 

July 20 Will Speak,’ everybody comes.” 
Political dynamite is Remer’s stock in trade, 

and he lights a fuse with every speech. 

@ He harangues against America, Russia and 

the Bonn Republic. 

@ He plays constantly upon the grievances of 

the millions of refugees who form a highly ex- 


plosive element in the West German picture. 
@ He bids openly for the support of dis- 
gruntied veterans still squirming from defeat. 
@® To the unhappy farm population of Lower 
Saxony, formerly strongly Nazi, he says: “You 
are the Prussians of the 20th century. From 
here must come the signal for the fight for a 
free German Reich!” . 

The delicate question of Germany’s share in 
Western defense he attacks with sledge-ham- 
mer crudity: “We are not going to run interfer- 
ence for the Amis (Americans). We shall save 
our strength for a last-ditch battle of libera- 
tion from both East and West.” 

He derides the “chewing-gum” soldiers of 
the U.S. Army, and brands as collaborationists 
the German military men who cooperate in 
the defense of Europe. “Any German general 
who aids the West,” says Remer, “will be so de- 
famed and vilified by us that not a dog in 
Germany will accept a bone from him.” 


Why is He Dangerous? 


HE ALARM which Remer and his S.R.P. have 

created results not only from the strength 

of the movement, already ominous, but 
also from its potential. Jt could be a focal point 
around which other extremist groups can 
amalgamate. There are a number of such 
movements in Germany, all in constant if 
secret contact with each other and with fascist 
groups in other countries. The 8.R.P. was rep- 
resented at the recent International Fascist 
Congress in Sweden. 

Just as disturbing is the widespread suspi- 
cion that these groups in Germany are re- 
ceiving undercover financial support from the 
Communists, who welcome any development 
that promises to disrupt and confuse the West. 

‘The Hitler-Stalin pact of 1939 démonstrated 
once and for all that Fascists and Communists 
can forget their differences and snuggle up 
comfortably if they think it worth while. 

@ Meanwhile, Dorls is coaxing his movement 
along, and aims at a hard core of reliable party 
stalwarts rather than a mass membership. 

e “We won't make the mistakes the Nazis 


did,” he says. “Every new member will have to 
have three sponsors. And we're not keeping 
any membership file. If the authorities make a 
search, they won’t find any lists from which 
they can pick out individuals as ‘enemies of the 
state.’” The similarity to Communist methods 
is startling. 

Despite its successes, the Dorls-Remer move- 
ment is also having its troubles. It is vigor- 
ously opposed by the German democratic par- 
ties and press, and by thousands of ordinary 
Germans who learned their lesson from the 
Hitler debacle. In attempting to counteract its 
spread, the Bonn government is faced with 
democracy’s old dilemma: Where does legiti- 
mate opposition cease and subversion begin? 
@ One step is the recent appointment of a 
Federal Court at Bonn to establish whether 
S.R.P.’s activities are constitutional. The new 
court will help combat Communist activity as 
well as extremism of the right. 

@ Already the Bonn government has had 
Remer arrested for his repeated defamation of 
public officials. At the trial Remer was his . 
usual arrogant self, talking back to the judge 
and using the dock as a campaign platform. 


Can Jail Hold Him? 


E was sentenced to four months in jail 
but released on appeal. Not long after 
the sentence he violated an order by ad- 

dressing 800 followers at Osnabruck. He was 
again arrested but freed after a few hours. 

The S.R.P. is using every legal maneuver to 
keep its Leiter from going to jail. Admission to 
its meetings is by invitation only, and Dorls 
has sent out this word to his party workers: 
“Soft-pedal open agitation, cultivate the vot-" 
ers, build up the party organization, don’t at- 
tract too much attention.” 

But even if Remer should go to jail, neither 
he nor Dr. Doris would be unduly distressed. 
Adolph Hitler was arrested and sent to jail, too. 
After spending nine months in Landsberg pri- 
son—during which he wrote Mein Kampf—he 
came out to conquer Germany.
